In addition to the loss of life, fires, 


many of them resulting from over- 
heating due to the zero Christmas 
weather in some sections of the coun- 
try, caused a heavy property loss. 

The most serious as well as tlie 
most pathetic Christmas eve tragedy 
occurred at Hobart, Okla., where vo» 
persons are known to be dead and five 
others are missing or dead as the re- 
sult of a fire in a schoolhouse where 
a Christmas entertainment was in 
progress. 

he next highest toll of life was 
taken near Roanoke, Va., where six 
are dead, nine are missing and 35 are 
in hospitals as the result of the break 
of “muck” dam at Saltville last nig:tt.

GONTINUED COLD 
SCHEDULED TODAY 


The entire country shivered ‘in an 
unusual eold wave Christmas day. 
Iixcept in southern Florida the tem- 
peratures were. far below normal. 
Atlanta thought it was colder than 
it really was because of the presence 
of a stiff north wind. The lowest tem- 
perature here, however, during the 24 
hours ending at 8 o'clock Thursday 
right, was 26 degrees above zeru. 
There were iadications, however, that 
‘the mercury would drop lower. before 
The minimum temperature 
was recorded shortly after nightfall. 

The coldest spot in the United 
States was at ‘Tabernash, a small 
town in the mountains of Colorado, 
where it registered 62 degrees below 
zero. Minneapelis, all Minnesota, the 
two Dakotas and Montana also re- 
ported sub-zero temperatures. North- 
west reports said the coldest wave. in 
several years was manifesting itself. 
It was even colder, it was etated, than 
it was during the extreme cold spell 
of a week ago, when thermometers 
dropped down around 50 and 35 be- 
low near the Canadian line. 

Balmy at Miami. 

Miami, Fla., basked in the balmy 
and torrid temperature of SO degrees 
above. In New York City it was just 
freezing, while Chicago had a flue- 
tuating temperature ranging from 
zero to 10 below during the holiday.
